Both Fall and Doheny 
vere acquitted at their joint trial 
for conspiracy, which was based 
on the alleged $100,000 transac- 
tion. 

Hogan said the acquittal on the 
conspiracy charge should carry 
with it dismissal of the bribery 
indictment as “it would be a viola-

RUBBER KILLED 
BY SHUT FIRED 
FROM PEEPROLE 


Walking Out of MicVicker’s

He was strid- 
ing toward the outer door of the 
manager's office, $4500 of the 
theater’s money in his pocket, 
when two shots were fired from 
the hole in the wall. 

McVicker’s is one of downtown 
Chicago’s largest picture theaters. 
It was filled to capacity and iong 
lines of persons stood on the side- 
walks waiting to enter. The man- 
ager’s office is on the mezzanine. 
floor. The assistant manager, Ber- 
nard Cobb, had just received the 
box office receipts from a gir! cash- 
ier. Ralph Kennedy, house treas- 
urer, was with them when the rob- 
ber entered. Taking the money at 
the point of a revolver, the thief 
ordered the three theater employes 
into an adjoining office and locked 
the door. He moved toward the 
exit. 

Cobb, in the tnner office, 
snatched a pistol from a desk and 
went to the peephole, made for 
just such an emergency. He 
sigt.ted the robber. poked the 
weapon through the hole and 
pulled the trigger. 

Three years ago McVicker’s was 
robbed of $9000 in much the same 
way as today's attempt. The idea 
of the peephole was a result of 
that holdup.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—Teati- 


mony filled with lurid patches 
about his own career was given 
today by the picturesque William 
B. Shearer before the Senate, Com- 
mittee investigating his $25,000 
employment by American ship- 
builders as an “observer” at the 
Geneva naval conference of 1927. 

Shearer alternately amused and 


angered the committee by his bel- 
ligerent manner. He declared, 
after questions by Chairman Short- 
ridge regarding his alleged arrest 
in Europe for a jewel robbery aud 
his arrest in this country on a 
liquor charge, that the committee 
had “raked the sewers” of the 
world’s capitals in an effort to 
break him down. 

A high point in his voluble tes- 
timony was his statement that in 
the latter part of 1926 he mot 
Charles M. Schwab. chairman -or 
the board of the Bethlehem Stee! 
Corporation, in the grill room of 
the Ritz-Carlton Hotel at New 
York, and outlined to Schwab his 
plan for stirring up sentiment for 
a strong merchant marine, 

Schwab, he sald, replied that he 
would be communicated with, It 
was soon after this, he said, that 
he received a letter from an officer 
of the Bethichem company asking 
him to outline his program. 
Differs From Schwab's Version. 

Shearer's memory in this con- 
nection was different from that of 
Schwab, who told the committee 
on his recent appearance before it, 
in reply to a question suggested by 
Shearer's counsel, that he posatied 
no such meeting. 

TheBethlehem chairman denied 
knowledge of any of the arrange- 
ments between the  shipbuilders 
and Shearer, All such matters, he 
said, were in the hands of his 
trusted “boys.” 

Shearer testified that when the 
shipbullders were seeking to get 
rid of him, he was told by one of 
their group that the- Bethlehem: 
people had been “called on the 
carpet” by Frank B. Kellogg, then 
the Secretary of State, and in- 
formed that if they didn't throw 
him (Shearer) overboard, the Gov- 
ernment would press its $15,000,900 
suit against the Bethlehem com- 
pany. 

Shearer told of his employment 
by three shipbuilding concerns to 
go to Geneva, hig understanding 
being that he was to work “for @ 
treaty of parity, Or if no parity, 
no treaty.” 

He denied rast he tried to break 
up the conference and denied hav- 
ing ever sald that he broke it uw. 

Shearer's astonishing story in- 
cluded references to himself as a 
theatrical and prizefight promoter, 
an actor, a Florida real estate op- 
crator, a lecturer, author and artist. 
inventor of a torpedo boat. an av- 
thority on naval affairs, a patron 
of racing, and “the man who in- 
troduced the cabaret into FEn.- 
gland.” He was the darling of 
several patriotic societies, whose 
“indorsement,” he said, he carried 
with him on his mission to the 
Geneva naval conference. 
Exantination Marked by Clashes, 

Frequent clashes between the 
committee and the witness marked 
the examination.

PENSACOLA WATER 
~ BACKS UP IN BAY 


For Two Minutes Wind 
Blows at Rate of 90 Miles 
an Hour—Storm Moving 


Northwest. 


NEW WARNINGS 
IN TWO STATES 


Weather Bureau Advises 
Costal Towns of Missis- 
sippi and Alabama to 


Prepare.

PENSACOLA, Flia., Sept. 30.— 
With the wind reaching 90 miles 
an hour in gusts, Pensacola this 
afternoon was in the grip of the 
tropical hurricane sweeping north- 
westward from the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. Minor damage was noted as 
the winds howled across the city, 
and water from the bay backed up 
rapidly in the harbor due to wind 
and tide. 

Inhabitants of the fashionable 
Bay Shore section were warned 
earlier to leave their homes. Po- 
lice removed 40 persons from the 
“waterfront to the police station on 
higher ground. 

At 2:15 p. m. the barometer was 
at 29.20, and the wind was blowing 
74 miles an hour, indicating that 
the storm was heading into the 
mainiand almost directly at Pensa- 
cola, according to a Weather Bu- 
reau announcement. 

The storm was apparently only 
a short distance off the coast at 
that time, the weather observer 
said. He expressed the opinion 
that it would strike the mainland 
either directly or very close to 
Pensacola in a short while. 

The 90-mile wind velocity was 
Bu- 
reau, which said the wind hit that 
figure for two minutes shortly be- 
fore 1 p. m. The velocity for a 
five-minute period was 69 miles 
an hour. 

Heavy winds caused a Louisville 
& Nashville passenger train en 
route here to halt at Milton, 30 
miles to the east, to await better 
weather. The railway offices re- 
ported information that consider- 
able damage had been done south 
of Crestview, about 39 miles east 
of Milton. 

The city was prepared for the 
blow, as far as human preparations 
could be accomplished. Business 
houses and homes were boarded 
up and streets vacant except for 
few who of necessity braved gusty 
wind to make short trips about 
business sections. 

E. W. Holcomb, local United 
States Weather Observer, issued 
the following advisory at 11 a, m.: 
“Hurricane center about 40 miles 
southeast, still moving northwest 
direction at about 10 miles per 
hour.” 

The Weather Bureau at Wash- 
ington ordered hurricane warnings 
along the Alabama and Mississip- 
pi coasts. 


Twenty-Eight of Danish Crew Ar- 
rive at Miami.

Miami, Fla., Sept. 30.—Twenty- 
eight of the 35 officers and crew 
of the Danish steamer Scandia, 
wrecked in the storm off the Ba- 
hamas, were landed at Miami at 
1 o'clock today by the Coast Guard 
patrol boat Forward. : 

Capt. Michaelson, master of the 
Scandia, and six members of her 
crew, remained aboard the wreck 
and will be taken off by a wreck- 
ing tug expected to reach the reef 
Tuesday. 

Wireless messages told of the 
rescue of 28 men from the steam- 
ship Wisconsin Bridge near Great 
Abaco. Other messages said the 
steamer Bahamian, first thought 
to have been lost in the 
storm, was safe in Nassau and 
that the tanker, Garnet Hulings 
had been extricated b) the tide 
from shoals near Gup Cay. 

Key West remained isolated ex- 
cept for boats, both the overseas 
railway of the Florida East Coast 
and the overseas state highway be- 
ing out. The railway was washe? 
out above Marathon and the high- 
way broken at Pine Key. 

A wrecking crew reported that 
there was one death from the 
storm at Marathon, but reports 
that a woman and her two chil- 
dren had drowned could not be 
verified because of lack of com- 
munication and _ transportation.

man, that he had expressed the 
hope that the conference would 
break down, and Laurencé R. Wil- 
der, promoter of the four-day-ship 
project, added to his previous tes- 
timony regarding his relations with 
Shearer. 

On taking 
Shearer demanded that he be al- 
lowed to make a statement. 

“This isemy party,” he shouted. 
“Every witness here has been al- 
lowed to make a statement, includ- 
ing a stool pigeon for Great Brit- 
ain.” 

Chairman Shortridge cut him 
off, declaring he would be allowed 
to tell his story fully, but would be 
questioned like anybody else. 

“Don't get the impression,” said 
Shortridge grimly, “that you can 
divert me by your manner.” 

Shearer declared  belligerently 
that he could tell the committee 
in 30 minutes more than they could 
llearn otherwise in 30 years. 

Shearer described himself in a 
loud voice as “American, Chris- 
tian, Protestant, Nationalist.” He 
said he was born in Philadelphia 
in 1874. Shortridge ordered the 
first part of his reply sticken out. 

Shortridge read from Shearer's 
petition in his suit against three 
shipbuilding companies, in which 
Shearer told of having received 
something more than $50,000 from 
and demanded $250,000 
more. 

“Want Action in Washington.” 

Shearer said that in November, 
1926. he received a letter from A. 
B. Homer, manager of sales of the 
East Coast plants of the Bethlehem 
Shipbuilding Co., asking him to 
outline his plans for his projected 
visit to Europe. Later he met F. 
P. Palen, vice president of the New- 
port News Shipbuilding Co., and 
also S. W. Wakeman of the Bethle- 
hem company, who said, “We want 
action in Washington.” 

This was in December, 1926. An 
agreement was made that he was 
to have $7500 to cover his expenses 
during the period of the Sixty- 
ninth Congress. 

In March, 1927, he said, was held 
the conference with the shipbuild- 
ers in New York, at which he was 
orally employed to go to Geneva. 


It was at 111 Broadway. Present 


were H. C. Hunter. Palen, Wake- 
man and himself. The agreement, 
he said, was that he was to go to 
Geneva as quickly as possible for

‘.ployment was to be continuous. 
‘TI was to see that we were to 
git a treaty or rarity if possible 
and if no parity, no treaty. That 
was my understanding of the 
agreement,” he said.

Shearer said he had letters at 
the conference from many patri- 
otic societies. 

He said he spent about five 
months at Geneva, and got. the 
$25,000 which had been agreed on. 


Offered “British Information.” 
After the conference he remained 
at Geneva to “mop up.” He re- 
ferred to Albin Johnson, corre- 
spondent of the New York World, 
who he declared was in close touch 
with the British and had tried to 
sell him British information. 

He said that Johnson represent- 
ed himself as the representative of 
“An international newspaper,” the 
New York World. This was dur- 
ing the preparatory Geneva Con- 
ference. He declined, he said, to 
buy the information offered by 
Johnson. At Geneva. he said, he 
never spoke to either Admiral Hi- 
lary J. Jones or Ambassador Hugh 
Gibson, the two American dele- 
gates. 

“What was the purpose of the 
Geneva conference?’ asked Short- 
ridge. “A treaty of parity,” he re- 
plied. Three nations were repre- 
sented—the United States, Great 
Britain and Japan. The object was 
parity between the United States 
and Britain. 

“You were in harmony with the 
outlingd purpose of the confer- 
ence?’ “Absolutely,” he replied. 
He/was asked whether he strove 
ty bring about such an agreement. 

n reply, he launched upon a lec- 
ture. He said his object was to 
bring out the value of naval bases 
and the merchant marine. Words 
poured from the witness in a tor- 
rent as he gave his ideas about the 
needs of the United States. Short- 
ridge finally checked him. 

He said he carried with him 
naval intelligence data giving the 
plans of the other Powers. He said 
he was “working for the country.” 

“Could Fix Own Price.” 

As to his employment by the 
shipbuilders, he said that “one of 
the gentlemen in this room told me 
1 could fix my own price.” 

He said that he sent reports from 
Geneva to Charles M. Schwab, 
Hunter, Paler. and others He did 
not receive replies from any of 
them, but got a check for $7500

He said it was “ridiculous” to say 
that he tried to break up the con- 
ference and he denied that he had 
ever said that he broke it up. What 
he did say, he testified. was that 
former Secretary of State Kellogg 
said he broke up the conference.

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CANCELS PERMIT 
TO RECONSTRUCT 


~—ASTORY HOTEL 


Director Steininger Orders 
Construction Stopped on 
Structure at 15th and 
Chestnut. 


Director of Fublic Safety Stein- 
| inger has canceled a permit held by 
| Frank Yawitz. realty deaiter, for 
| reconstruction of a four-story hotel 
|at the northeast corner of Fif- 
teenth and Chestnut streets, on the 
ground that wooden jowts are 
retained in violation of the build- 
ing code requiring the use of fire- 
proof materials. 

Yawitzs architect, Edward E. 
Christopher, was Building Commis- 
sioner at the time the permit was 
issued, Dec. 27, 1928. Chr'setopher 
failed of reappointment by Stein- 
inger last sprirg. Steininger’s pred- 


ecessor, Director Brod, also failed 
of reappointment. 


The hotel, prior to reconstruc- 
tion, was an old warehouse. It oc- 
cupies a space 109 by 63 feet in 
extent, The building code, accord- 
ing to Steininger, demands’ that 
any hotel structure more than 
three stories high must be fire- 
proof, with steel and concrete 
floors. 


Recent inspection of the prog- 
ress of reconstruction by Build- 
ing Commissioner Aegerter dis- 
closed that the wooden joists were 
retained. Yawitz told Aegerter he 
planned to pour concrete flooring 
over the wooden supports and also 
intended replacing a wooden stair- 
way with one of metal or concrete. 

Yawitz said he has expended 
$50,000 for reconstruction to date. 
He values his investment in ground 
and building at $250.000. He told 
Steininger he had followed the ad- 
vice on reconstruction given by his 
architect, Christopher. 


Plans for the work filed at city 
hall do not show’ the architect's 
name, but Aegerter, who served as 
a deputy under Building Commis- 
stoner Christopher, said he knew 
at the time the permit was issued 
that Christopher was architect and 
had ordered the permit issued. 

Christopher, while in the city’s 
employ, maintained a private of- 
fice as an architect, designing a 
number of buildings for fees. He 
defended himself against criticisms 
by saying he performed his pri- 
vate work after office hours, that 
his practice was known to his su- 
periors at City Hal] and that he 
could not afford to work for the 
city at the sacrifice of his archi- 
tect’s career. He is now devoting 
full time to his profession. 

In canceling the building permit, 
Director Steininger notified police 
to see that work was stopped on 
the hotel structure, 

“Steininger can’t do that,” Ya- 
witz said when informed his per- 
mit had been canceled. Yawitz 
said he hoped to satisfy city au- 


thorities and proceed with the 
work.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 30.— 
The Bank of Tebbetta, (alloway 
County, failed to open today, and 
is in the hands of the State Finance 
Department after directors of the 
bank last night reported tc the de- 
partment that W. R. Hord, cashier. 
had admitted a shortage said to 
total approximately $21,000. 

The alleged shortage is slightly 
more than one-third of the total 
resources of the bank, which, ac- 
cording to the last repor’ to the 
Finance Department, amounted to 
$59,265. 

The directors said Hord ad- 
mitted a shortage of about $16,- 
000, and that a hasty checxz of his 
accounts showed the amount to be 
about $21,000. They said Hord had 
been juggling the deposite of cus- 
tomers and thereby had escaped 
detection by bank examiners sev- 
eral years. 

Hord said he did not prefit from 
the irregularities, but had been 
turning the money over to a friend 
who was building a chain ef gaso- 
line filling stations. Finance De- 
partment officials eaid the accounts 
of depositors were manipulated to 
cover payment of checks issued for 
construction and operation of the 
filling stations. 

The last report of tue bank 
showed loans of $49,616 and de- 
posits of $28,613. The depcsaits re- 
ported represeated the amcunts re- 
maining after the al'eged with- 
drawals. The bank had a capital 
stock of $10,000 and a surplus of 
$20,000. It is the fourteenth State 
bank closed in Missouri this year.

MAYOR IS HELD 


State Troops Take Charge 


of Oil Town Where 
Prosecutor Was Slain— 


Peace Officers Ousted. 


By the Associated Press 
BORGER, Tex., Sept. 30.—Brig. 


Gen. Jacob Wolters, who headed a 
trainload of state troops that ar- 
rived from Fort Worth, officially 
declared Borger under martial law 
at 9 a. m. today. 

One minute after Gen. Wolters 
alighted from the troop tiain, he 
read the preclamation cf Gov. 
Moody which stated that martial 
law had been deciared for Borger 
He car- 


ried two proc'amations fom the 


State Executive. 
Eighty-four soldiers of the Texas 
National Guard were on the train, 


14 of whom were ofticers 


Charge Filed by Rangers. 

Mayor Gienn A. Pace was ar- 
rested on a charge, filed yesterday 
by Texas Rangers, that he caused 
a State witness in one of Borger’s 
40 unsolved murder cases of the 
last two years to leave town. 

The Mayor's arrest was the first 
indication, other than the move- 
ment of troops, that Rangers and 
representatives of the Governor, 
sent here to hunt for the assassin 
ef District Attorney John A. 
Holmes, had evidence pointing to a 
criminal conspiracy by city and 
county officers. 

During the three years of Bor- 
ger’s existence, military rule has 
been threatened several times. Its 
murders and other crimes  alsv 
have caused periodic raids by Tex- 
as rangers, but the slaying of 
Holmes, who was shot down at 
the garage door of his home Sept. 
13, was the first spectacular out- 
break in months. 

Peace Officers Removed. 


A proclamation issued by Gov. 
Moody removed all county peace 
officers and delegates their duties 
to the military. Under the law 
the Mayor and City Commissioners 
and ether county peace officers 
will continue to administer the 
fiscal affairs. Their divestment of 
authority referring only to their 
duties as officers charged with en- 
forcement of the peace. 

City officials in Borger 
county officials at Stinnett, the 
county seat, were disarmed by 
national guardsmen, assisted by 
Texas rangers. The first man ar- 
rested was Clint Melholland, po- 
liceman, who was held for investi- 
gation, 

The courthouse and jail at Stin- 
nett was taken over and Gen. Wol- 
ters established his headquarters 
in the city hall here. 

In a general order issued by the 
military the possession, sale or ex- 
change of firearms and ammuni- 
tion was prohibited within the af- 
fected area except by permission 
of the military authorities. 

Further Orders by Military. 


Another order prevents State 
Rangers and the District Attorney 
from interfering with the calling 
of persons before the _ military 
provost court. Any person arrest- 
ed for vagrancy will be turned over 
to the civil courts or the military 
provost court for trial, another or- 
der read, 

The orders said that business 
property would not be disturbed, 
but that any place found § selling 
intoxicatig liquor or where gam- 
bling or any other law violations 
were allowed would be closed and 
the name of the proprietor turned 
over to civil authorities. 

Another order warned 
against using language, either writ- 
ten or spoken, that would be dam. 
aging to the affected area because 
of the declaration of martial law.

Death of Famous Turf Fig- 
ure Recalls His Rise From 
Obscurity to That of 
Country’s Best Known 
Horseman. 


By Melvin D. Fulcher 

To rise from obscurity and gain 
the distinction of having perhaps 
trained more good horses than any 
other horseman in America, is the 
story of Sam Hildreth’s life. In 
attaining this record he aided in 
making pages of turf history and 
left behind a memory of one of 


of the turf, whose ranks have been 
so thinned within the past few 
years. 

The prestige Hildreth enjoyed 
was gained primarily by his great 
horsemanship, his knowledge of 
racing and his ability to “go big,” 
for Hildreth was never a piker. If 
he bought a horse it was a good 
horse for which he paid a square 
price and if he made a bet it was 
a real wager. 

He ‘was a different type from 
Jimmy Rowe, whose death oc- 
curred only a few weeks ago. Both 
were pre-eminent among American 
trainers but operated in different 
latitudes. Row ascended from 
rider to trainer for first the 
Dwyers, then James R. Keene and 
then Harry Payne Whitney. He 
never left the East and its lucra- 
tive employment. Industrious and 
a highly capable specialist with 
horses, he produced and utilized 
some of the greatest racing mate- 
rial seen in the past 30 years. 
Had Ups and Downs on Turf. 
Hildreth, unlike Rowe, was many 
times campaigning horses “on his 


own.” He met with vicissitudes 
through the fortunes of racing 
that Rowe never encountered. 


Rowe raced only in the summer; 
Hildreth for years campaigned a 
big stable both winter and summer, 
in East and West. 

In an interesting biography writ- 
ten a few years ago Hildreth was 
credited with training and riding 
quarter horses in Missouri at the 
age of five, although there are 
some who will doubt his actual 
in so precarious and 
“bard boiled” a task at such a 
tender ago. Anyhow he acquired 
a wonderful fund of horse knowl- 
edge from his father, Vincent Hil- 
dreth, a horseman himself, and 
Owner of some fast quarter horses. 

Born in Independence in 1866, 
Hildreth, under his father’s tute- 
lage, became a rider and eventual- 
ly becoming too heavy, turned to 
training. Part of his youth’ was 
spent with Pete Fuller, a horse- 
man ‘from Moberly, Mo. Fuller 
had such well known performers 
of those days as Pearl Jennings 
Alloy and Bonnie Errand. Walter 
Jennings, another Missourian, who 
afterward became a noted thor- 
oughbred trainer, also was a prod- 
uct of these times and surround- 
ings. 

Invaded East in 80's. 

Hildreth’s invasion of the tracks 
+beyond the “bushes” was at Gut- 
tenburg and Gloucester, the old 
New Jersey courses, in the latter 
part of the 80’s. He then was a 
plater, or blacksmith, and began 
acquiring some horses. These in- 
cluded eventually Toana, Rico, Tri- 
angle, Marmont, Dixie, Sparling 
and Surrey. He won 60 races one 
season of which Toana won 22. 
Another early horse he raced was 
Tam O’ Shanter. 
He was at Garfield Park the day 
Jim Brown, the ex-sheriff from 
Texas, was -killed in the raid on 
the Garfield track. Hildreth had 
met Brown years before in Texas 
where he and his father had jour- 
neyed with a fast quarter horse 
named Red Morocco, but they were 
well “taken” by the Texans in the 
match race they staged, 

The tracks on the east side of 
th river, Madison and East St. 
Louis, as well as the old Roby track 
near Chicago, in Indiana, were fa- 
miliar places to Hildreth during 
these years. Eventually ascending 
to the position of trainer for E. J. 
(Lucky) Baldwin, he continued to 
wir many races. 

The East and its racing were the 
magnet that attracted him and he 
was handling some horses of his 
own with good success when he 
took over the stable of William C. 
Whitney, one of the leading sports- 
men of America. His connection 
with Whitney was short, however, 
and he returned to the West again. 
But it was while he was racing on 
Eastern tracks that he scored two 
of his greatest personal triumphs 
in beating the great Commando in 
the Matron stakes with Beau Gal- 
lant, when the Keene two-year-old 
was at the top of his form, and 
winning a special match race with 
William C. Whitney's Admiration, 
beating the great filly, May Hemp- 
stead 


Raced Year Round. 
His career on the turf from 
about 1901 until 1909 was in the 
West where he usually had _ the 
leading stable and trained some of 
the best racers of that time.

James, McChesney, Irene Lindsey, 
Firestone, Waring, Security, Log- 
istella, Delagoa, By Ways, Cogno- 
men, Rapid Water, John Peters, 
Smiley Corbett, Vulcain and 
Searcher. In 1903 he signed as 
trainer for E. E. Smathers and 
e0ld his entire stable to that turf- 
man, which included McChesney 
and Witful. 

When Dick Welles ran his re- 
markable mile, for that period, at 
Harlem in 1:37 2-5, Hildreth o*¢- 
fered to match Burleigh against 
the Respess horse for six furlongs 
with a sizeable side bet. The 
offer was not accepted. 


About 1909 he went back East 
and within two years’ time was 
winning many of the principal 
races. Fitzherbert, Dalmation, 
King James, Novelty Joe Madden 
and Uncle were some of his best 
known horses at this time. 

With the cessation of racing in 
New York about 1910 he turned 
his attention to France where he 
went with Charles Kohler with 
the intention of establishing a 
breeding farm and racing on the 
French turf. The death of Kohler 
a few years later released him 
from the foreign connection and he 
returned to the United States in 
1913 and assumed charge of the 
stable of August Belmont. For 
over a year he did poorly with 
the horses of the chairman of the 
jockey club, finally getting into 
his stride with Friar Rock, the 
good Rock Sand, Fairy Gold, a 
3-year-old which was afterward 
sold for a big price. 

Won Many Match Races. 

His success continued and Hild- 
reth was again at the top of his 
profession in America. One of the 
last races he won for August Bel- 
mont was the celebrated special 
match race between Hourless and 
Omar Khayyam, which was staged 
at Laurel in 1918, Omar Khayyam 
had won the Kentucky Derby that 
year while Hourless had won the 
Belmont stakes. They met in the 
Lawrence Realization and Omar 
Khayyam won in a_i three-horse 
race, Hourless meeting with some 
interference. Hildreth urged an- 
other meeting and Matt Winn 
staged it at the Laurel track where 
he then was manager. Hourless 
won under Frankie Robinson's 
good ride. The side bet of $10,000 
being given to the Red Cross by 
August Belmont. 

It was after his connection with 
Harry F. Sinclair that Hildreth 
gathered together one of the most 
powerful stables that has ever 
raced on the American turf. Under 
the colors of the Rancocas stable 
they headed the list several seasons 
and one year the stable earnings 
reached $438,849, the largest 
amount ever won by a stable in 
America in one year. Some of the 
racers of the Rancocas stable were 
Lucullite, Little Chief, Zev, Grey 
Lag. Purchase, Kai Sang, Ariel, 
Nedana, Thunderclap, Silver Fox, 
Mad Hatter, Mad Play, Cirrus, 
Knobbie, Bracadale and Domin- 
ique. 

Built Up Rancocas Stable, 

Hildreth reached his greatest 
heights as trainer of the Rancocas 
horses, which at one time were 
winning so regularly that many 
persons of wide turf experience ac- 
tually feared that they might break 
up racing in the East. This ridicu- 


lous viewpoint was dissipated 
often, however. 

Match races were Hildreth’s 
specialty, scoring in all in which 


he engaged after becoming a prom- 
inent horseman with the exception 
of his matching E. E. Smather’s 
Grand Opera against Dick Welles at 
Chicago in 1903. They were as 
follows: Admiration and May 
Hempstead, Witful and Claude, 
Novelty and Textile, Hourless and 
Omar Khayyam, Zev and Papyrus 
and In Memoriam.

Won end Lost Heavily. 

Hildreth won and lost heavily 
on his horses. When he went 
“bad” it was complete, this oc- 
curring several times in his  ca- 
reer. Once in Canada“when he 
could hardly win a race and lost 
many bets Sam Louis the Kansas 
City horseman was on hand to bid 
up any of his winners of selling 
races which Louis thought were en- 
tered too cheaply. 

Another bad streak was at San- 
ta Anita, Los Angeles, one winter 
when he bet off great sums and 
found it hard to win a race for 
days at a time. 

One of his greatest years from a 
speculative standpoint was 1919. 
He won a great many races that 
year with horses that appeared to 
be “good things” and against 
a liberal odds were often quot- 
e 

He did not always wager on 
short-priced horses as was com- 
monly thought as a story told by 
“Frisco” Hoag, a fellow trainer at- 
tests. It was at Aqueduct and aft- 
er superintending the saddling of 
@ 2-year-old in his stable, Hildreth 
strolled into the clubhouse. While 
the horses were at the post, Hil- 
dreth quietly asked the late John 
Walters, the quotation on his racer. 
When Walters replied 10 to 1, Hil- 
dreth said “$5000 straight” and 
walked away. In a second they 
were off and the Hildreth juvenile 
never left the result in doubt from 
the rise of the barrier. 

Last St. Louis Appearance in 1905. 

His last appearance on the old 
St. Louis tracks was in 1904 and 
1905. In 1904 he had the big es- 
tablishment of E. E. Smathers 
here, and finding it rather hard to 
pick winners, decided to put a 
book in the Fairgrounds ring. He 
named it the Rapid Water Club, 
after his peerlers sprinter, but the 
venture was a failure, he soon re- 
tiring from that field. The next 
year his trip was distinguished by 
his purchase of nine horses from 
John W. Schorr for $9000, they in- 
cluding Van Ness and Uncle Char- 
lie. With Van Ness he later won 
22 races and Uncle Charlie a few 
days afterwards won the St. Louis 
Derby, worth $10,000 to the win- 
ner. 

The racer Stromboli was his par- 
ticular pet, buying the horse from 
Belmont after he had broken down 
in racing. He was retired to the 
“sti Jersey farm for the rest of his 

fe. 

Hildreth‘s funeral, largely at- 
tended, was held at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral on Fifth avenue, New 
York, but he was buried at Sara- 
toga, the former home of his wife 
and near the race course where he 
had seen many of his horses tri- 
umph, including a victory in the 
Futurity by Novelty.

NATIONAL SESSION 


About 150 Members Are 
Attending Its Four-Day 
Convention at the Ccro- 


nado Hotel. 


The American Humane Associa- 
tion opened its fifty-third annual 
meeting today at the Coronado 
Hotel with about 150 members 
from various parts of the country 
in attendance. Its sessions will 
continue,through Thursday morn- 
ing. 

The purpose of the association— 
to prevent cruelty to children and 
to animais—will be emphasized by 
devoting special meetings to each 
aspect of the organization's work. 
Sessions today and tomorrow in- 
clude discussions of humane work 
among animals and the conserva- 
tion of wild animal tife. The 
meetings Wednesday and Thursday 
wilt be given over to detailing 
methods of child welfare work and 
discussions of the causes of juve- 
nile delinquency. 

Ali sessions are open to the pub- 
lic. Gerald B. O'Reilly, president 
of the Humane Society of Missouri, 
will deliver an address of wel- 
come this afternoon. Sydney H. 
Coleman of Albany, N. Y.,. presi- 
dent of the association, will pre- 
sent his annual report, 
resume of the activities of the or- 
ganization during the last 12 
months and presenting plans for 
future work. 

Dogs and Highway Safety. 

After the reports of other offi- 
cers have been read the discussions 
of humanitarian activities for ani- 
mais will begin with an address 
by Mrs. F. W. Swanton, manager 
of the Oregon Humane Society. on 
“Dogs and Highway Safety.” Miss 
Jean M. Gordon, of New Orleans, 
director of the Louisiana State So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, will explain the neces- 
sity of gaining a public understand- 
ing of the purposes of the organ- 
ization and Mrs. M. W. Baldwin, 
secretary of the Humane Society 
of Sioux City, Ia., will describe the 
use of pictures in presenting the 
work of the society.

Miami Adopts Reinforced Houses 
And Emergency Board as Best 


Way to Prevent Hurricane Losses 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

MIAMI, Fla., Sept. 30.—Soundly 
built houses, reinforced with steel, 
and placing the city’s population 
of 130,000 under direction of a 
staff of hurricane veterans were the 
defenses that Miami had for the 
hurricane which petered out to a 
gale before it reached here. 

Civic leaders and business men, 


dwellers in Florida for 25 years or 
more, state their precautions were 
adequate. 

James H. Gillman, president of 
the Biscayne Bank of Miami and 
chairman of the Hurricane Relief 
Committee of this winter resort 
city of stucco fronts, skyscraper ho- 
tels and coconut groves, informed 
this correspondent that if the 
threatened hurricane had hit Mi- 
ima there probably would have 
been no loss of life and the prop- 
erty damage probably would have 
been negligible. In the light of 
rurricane history in Florida, that 
seemed an extraordinary statement. 

In September, 1926, a hurricane 
of about 135 miles an hour swept 
the peninsula, took a tolt of 327 
lives, of which 68 were in the Mi- 
ami district, and destroyed property 
valued at more than $120,000,000.

HE slightly belated but promis- 

ing looking theatrical season got 

off to an intensely gramatic 
Start at the American Theater las* 
night with the presentation, accom- 
panied by shrieks and groans and 
man-sized bats, of that thrilling 
melodrama of the supernatural, 
“Dracula,”’ which was made into a 
play from Bram Stoker's equally 
thrilling novel of the same name. 

As a play “Dracula” is trankly 
all theater—and good theater if 
one is prepared to take it in the 
right spirit. The very idea is pre- 
posterous and the workmanship of 
Hamilton Deane and John L, Bal- 
derston, who dramatized Mr Sto- 
ker’s book, is not always consist- 
ent but to playgoers who are not 
quite sure whether they believe in 
ghosts or not and who can smile 
while wondering if it all reaily 
could happen, this piece will prove 
immensely entertaining and g¢rip- 
ping. 

The story is of a 5600-year-old 
corpse, Count Dracula, who is by 
way of being a vampire. and a fly- 
eating madman who is being brok- 
en in for the same sort of work. To 
vary the monotony of his job, 
which, naturally enough must be 
done at night, Dracula sometimes 
flits into the English country house 
over which he has cast his spell, as 
a bat. At other times he is a wolf 
but pretty generally he is a corpsey 
looking gentleman in a dress suit 
and an inverness cape who is kept 
busy making a vampire out of the 
daughter of the household. 

The only way in which Dracula, 
who would really like to spend his 
evenings in the peace and quiet of 
his mouldering coffin, can find rest 
is for someone to locate his grave 
by daylight and drive an iron 
spike through his heart. He is ac- 
commodated in the last of the three 
acts, and England settles down 
comfortably rid of the King of the 
Vampires. 

But before the live ghost is spiked 
he manages to create considerable 
havoc. He kills one young lady— 
happily, before the play begins— 
and has another on the brink of 
the tomb when a professor from 
Holland arrives and puts the jinx 
on the yawning graveyard business. 
Raymond Huntley is the ghostly 
Dracula and gives a fine and 
creepy performance of a male 
vamp. Lestc. Alden is good, too, 
as the visiting scientist who knows 
his dead men, but the best work 
of the evening is done by Bernard 
Jukes, the apprentice vamp who 
makes a meal out of dead flies— 
with an occasional spider thrown 
in for dessert.

IN COOKED DISHES 


Its Popularity Makes Possible 
Many Delicious Dainty 
Desserts. 


Here are some good recipes that 
make use of the coffee flavor. 
Beverages, desserts in the form of 
custards, creams, charlottes and 
jellies, cakes, icings and candies al) 
offer possibilities for those who 


like its rich, smooth taste. 

If you like coffee jelly, you will 
be sure to enjoy it made after this 
recipe. At breakfast time make 
one and one-half more cups of cof- 
fee than you will need for the 
meal. Pour one-half cup of boiling 
water over a package of lemon- 
ilavored gelatine product and stir 
intil dissolved, add the coffee— 
yne and one-half cupsful—and set 
aside to cool. When cold, pour into 
small molds, chill, turn out and 
3erve with whipped cream and a 
Maraschino cherry garnish. 

Fresh marshmallows, cut in 
quarters, may sometimes be addcd 
to the jelly after it is cool for v1- 
riety. Another varistion is made 
by using only one cup of coffee, 
and when the mixture starts to 
thicken fold in one cup of whipped, 
slightly sweetened cream. 

Mocha layer cake combines cof- 
fee and chocolate tlavors and uses 
whipped cream or a Mocha crear 
for filling and on top. To make it, 
cream together one-half cup’ of 
butter, or any desired shortening, 
and two cups of soft brown sugar. 
When well blended add the yolks 
of three eggs and beat thoroughly. 

Meanwhile melt two squares of 
chocolate over hot water. Sifttwo 
and one-half cups of cake flour 
with two teaspoons of baking pow- 
der and one-fourth teaspoon baking 
soda. Stir three-fourths cup of 
strong cold .coffee into the sugar 
and butter mixture, add the flour 
and stir until smooth. Then add 
the melted chocolate and Mst, fold 
in the stifffy beaten whites of the 
three eggs.

Night Service to Be Provided 
on Air Route to Omaha 
via St. Joseph.

The first .ight air mail and pas- 
senger service from St. Louis will 
be inaugurated tomorrow over the 
St. Louis, Kansas City, Omaha 
route operated by the Universal 
Aviation Corporation. 

The service will give St. Louis a 
second daily connection with the 
transconti.ental line to the west 
coast with a schedule of 21 hours 
to Los Angeles and San Francisco 
and 22 hours from those cities to 


St. Louis. 

Planes will leave Lambert-St. 
Louis Field daily at 7:30 p. m., ar- 
riving at Omaha a little before 
midnight. The return trip will start 
about an hour later, with arrival 
here at 6:15 a. m., in time for de- 
livery of mail downtown before the 


opening of business. Connection 
with both west and eastbound 
transcontinental planes will be 


made at Omaha between midnight 
and 1 a. m. 

The night service is in addition 
to that now operated on a daylight 
schedule. St. Joseph, Mo., not in- 
cluded in the day schedule, has 
been made a stop on the night 
route. The course to be flown is 
lighted by beacons, with the neces- 
sary emergency landing field inter- 
vening. Boeing mail planes, with 
open cockpits for the pilots and an 
inclosed cabin for four passengers, 
will be used. Planes of this type 
have been employed successfully on 
the transcontinental run for several 
years. 

A brief opening ceremony will be 
held at Lambert-St. Louis Field to- 
morrow evening. Mayor Miller, 
Postmaster Michener, Walter B.

A 30-day 
notice in writing to the employer 
of: his children is sufficient. [f the 
employer, despite the notice, pays 
the minor, he must make good to 
the parent all earnings subsequent 
to the notice. The father may re- 
linquish rights or emancipate 
the child expressly or by implica- 
tion. An emancipation or failure 
to support his child, carries with it 
the loss to the parent of the child’s 
earnings. This will also affect the 
parent’s right of action against a 
person Whose wrongful act has in- 
jured his child 

A father need not support his 
step-children. Where an adult 
daughter is physically incapable of 
supporting herself, a father must 
support her, although she is not 
an infant. The law is specific on 
this point.
